IOO PRESENT AS 
BOY SCOUTS OF

The 43 members of Boy Scout 
Troop No. 79 of Gettysburg ended 
their first Parents’ Night program, 
Thursday, with an impressive serv­ 
ice of re-dedication to the principles 
of Americanism and scouting.

direction of George Hamm, their d i­ 
rector.

In his opening rem arks Lieuten­ 
an t Clyde D. Berger, chairm an of 
the troop committee of St. Jam es 
Lutheran church, new sponsor of 
the troop, spoke highly of the work 
done by William Ridinger, assistant

Berkheimer. first scoutmaster of the 
I loop when it was organized .several 
years ago under the sponsorship of 
the Gettysburg Lions club 
O ther

The used toys. many of them 
broken, or .scratched, were collected 
by Gettysburg Boy Scouts here sev­ 
eral weeks ago and were turned over

A collection among

brought enough money to purchase 
the paint needed for the work 
Many of the toys were dispatched 
with baskets of fooci being handled 
by various local organizations after 
inform ation

each home. 


W ith the peak of the 1938 C hrist­ 
mas rush past at the Gettysburg 
postoffice, although a large volume 
of mall arrived and was dispatched 
today. Postm aster C. A. W illiams 
said today the number of pieces of 
mail received and dispatched here 
this week has exceeded the 1937 
figures by about nine per cent. 
Outgoing mail was heaviest on 
Wednesday when nearly 25,000 let­ 
ters and cards were run through 
the cancelling machine, while an 
estimated additional 3.000 we’re can­ 
celled by hand. 
Thursday was the 
hie- day for incoming mail while 
today’s mails were nearly equal to 
Thursday when about 40,000 pieces 
of mail were received for distribu­ 
tion. 
Thursday’s 
incoming 
mail 
filled 20 sacks. 
A record for a single day of stam p 
sales was set on W ednesday when 
$522 was received at th e stam p 
window. 
Postmaster W illiams said 
th a t figure was the largest for any 
single day of stam p sales since he 
became postmaster more than four 
and a half years ago. 
Exceeds Anniversary Record 
Wednesday's 
flow' of 
m ail 
was 
larger than the heaviest day dur­ 
ing the 75th anniversary here last 
summer when a peak of over 23,000 
cancellations was reached. 
The cancelling machine showed 
this morning th at close to 1CO.OOO 
letters and cards had gone through 
it from Sunday to Thursday, inclu­ 
sive. 
Tuesday’s cancellations were 
second 
only 
to 
W ednesday 
and 
topped 23,000. 
Thursday was next 
at more than 18.000 and Monday 
trailed with more than 15.000. 
Tile 
total for the first five days of the 
week was 99,590 pieces. T h at figure 
does not take into account pieces 
stamped by hand. 
While the parcel post business has 
been heavy, ane extra delivery ear 
and the extra helpers have been 
able to handle each day’s supply 
and complete deliveries by 3:30 or 4 
o’clock daily. 
There will be no city or rural de­ 
liveries of mail on Monday and there j 
will be no window service. The post | 
office lobby will be open from 6 a. I 
rn. to 6 p. rn 
All perishable pack- j 
ages and special deliveries w*lll be | 
delivered by the skeleton force to 
be on duty Monday. 


Several tanks of chemicals were

About 1,200 children attended the 
annual food show* conducted at the 
Majestic theatre on Thursday after­ 
noon, Irving Mirisch, manager, an ­ 
nounced today. 
The foodstuffs that the children 
contributed for their admission to 
the movie will be placed in 46 bas­ 
kets to be distributed among the 
needy in Gettysburg.

PROPERTY VALUE 
INCREASED BY 
$70,000 FOR '39 
A S S E S S M E N T 


The assessed valuation of real es­ 
tate in Adams county increased by 
more than $70,000 during the last 
year, it w*as revealed today by an ex­ 
amination of the 
reports 
of 
the 
borough and township assessors fol­ 
lowing the completion of the a n ­ 
nual fall assessment. 
The assessed valuations placed by 
the assessors in their survey, which 
was recently completed and which 
will form the basis for 1939 taxa- 
; tion, shows a valuation of $15,527,- 
; 342 on taxable real estate in Ad­ 
ams county. 
The 
corresponding 
I total compiled a 
year ago showed 
property worth $15,455,983. 
| 
In general, the increased valua- 
; tion represents the increased w*orth 
of property resulting from building 
I of either new buildings or the ex- 
| pansion of former 
plants. 
Some 
districts showed a decrease, reflect- 
I ing 
loss 
in 
value 
to 
property 
through fire, or storm or for some 
other cause. 
This was not a year for the regu­ 
lar triennial 
assessment 
and no 
general re-adjustm ent of assessed 
valuations w*as permitted. 
The first and 
second 
wards in 
Gettysburg, the only districts with 
valuations exceeding $1,000,000 each, 
showed increases 
this 
year, while 
there was a drop of a few hundred 
dollars in the third ward figures. 
The “most valuable” township is 
Franklin, which also is one of the 
largest. 
Conewago 
township 
is 
next. 
Both include several small 
towns.
